The history of the flag, which was 
presented to the regiment by the wo­ 
men of Decatur eounty,

While the entire regiment was onee 
captured by the Confederates, the 
emblem was saved by Col. Edward 
A. King, commander of the regiment, 


who draped the flag about his body 
and carried it through to the Union 
# 
lines after the captured soldiers had 
been paroled.

Col. King lost his life in the 
second day’s engagement at Chieka- 
mauga.

18.— Addison C. Harris this morn­ 
ing addressed the Northern Indiana 
Editorial association on the subject 
whether our present state constitu­ 
tion should overthrown and set aside 
to be supplanted by another such 
as might be framed by a constitu­ 
tional convention and then accepted 
or rejected by the people. 
He pointed out that by the act of 
the last general assembly the e l e c ­ 
tors were given an opportunity to 
vote at the ensuing general election 
to whether they will have a consti­ 
tutional convention. 
Tin- law 
re­ 
quires that a m ajority of all the vot­ 
ers voting at the election shall vote 
“Yes'” on the special ballot to be fur­ 
nished at tin1 polls. 
He next discussed at some length 
the provisions of the act relating to 
the necessary expense in case it was 
determined to hold a convention. The 
act provides. 
First, for a special election of 150 
delegates to be held in March, 1915. 


Second, the convention to sit ai- 
terw ards; the titic of the ac t declar­ 
ing on the iirst Monday in November, 
and the body of the act the 
first 
Monday in May. PJ15. 


Third, the convention may sit for 
180 days, Sundays excepted. 


Fourth, delegates are to be 
paid 
$10 a day. Sunday inc luded. 


Fifth, then, if the new' constitution 
is framed by the convention, 
that 
body may submit it to the voters at 
a special election at such times as 
the convention may fix. 


He said that “ taking ino consider­ 
ation the two special elections and 
the necessary expenses of the con­ 
vention, with door keepers, clerks, 
attendants and the like, it is prob­ 
able the entire cost would aggregate 
something over a million dollars.” 
Ile continued: 


“Ho the people of this state* at the 
present time desire to incur such ex­ 
pense? 
Certainly not, unless 
our 
present constitution has become un­ 
suitable as a working constitution 
for the state* of Indiana. 
Article 1G 
of the present constitution provides 
an easy and effective method 
of 
making any necessary amendments. 
In 1877-1881 six amendments were 
adopted without much difficulty and 
at little cost to the state. 
At that 
time there was a demand that the 
power of counties and cities and the 
like to incur a bonded debt should 
be limited to two per cent, of the tax 
duplicate. 
One ground 
urged for 
overthrowing the present constitu­ 
tion is to get rid of that limitation. 
“This was tin* law under the con­ 
stitution of 181G. 
Under that con­ 
stitution the only state officers voted 
for by the people were the governor 
and the lieutenant-governor. 
All the 
other state officers were appointed 
either by the governor o f the legisla­ 
ture, including the judges of the su­ 
preme court and the judges of the 
circuit courts. 
In 1850 the people 
said they did not want a short bal­ 
lot; they wanted a long ballot; and 
so it was declared in the const it u-

tion of 1850, still in force, that all 
public officers are elective by the 
people. 
“ Another 
ground 
advanced 
in 
favor of overthrowing our 
present 
constitution is that each 
day 
and 
town should have the right to adopt 
its own charter and laws, and this 
was permitted and practiced under 
the constitution of 181G. 
In that 
constitution there was no limitation 
on the legislative power 
to 
pass 
special laws. 


In time the practice grew up that 
any member of tin* legislature offer­ 
ing a bill for his own county, or 
some city or township therein, and 
saving, ‘My people want it’, secured 
it.- pnsasge. 
So that it came about 
bv 1850 that every city and town 
had a separate charter, every rail­ 
road, turnpike and the like had a 
separate charter; every eouniy had 
or might have a separate law gov­ 
erning the public roads therein; dif­ 
ferent fee bills, not only in tin* coun­ 
ties hut in the cities and for justices 
or the peace and so on; so that there 
was such a medley and confusion 
of laws that tlu* people demanded 
tin* laws should he general and uni­ 
form throughout the state. 
Such is 
the provision of our present consti­ 
tution. 
It will be disastrous to tin* 
public welfare to return to the old 
system. 


“Again, it is urged that a new con­ 
stitution should be provided in o r­ 
der that the m anufacture and sale 
of 
liquors 
may 
be 
prohibited 
throughout the state. 
The legisla­ 
ture has that power now. 


“Again, it is said the constitution 
should provide for woman suffrage. 
Granted. 
In the first place, it is not 
sure that m ajority of the delegates 
to a constitutional convention would 
favor such a measure. 
Second. 
It 
would not he difficult, under proper 
organization, to secure the passage 
through the legislature 
under 
the 
present constitution of a proposed 
amendment enlarging the right of 
suffrage and then submit it to the 
people. 
“The chief and main purpose of 
the active promoters of the new con­ 
stitution is to incorporate in it a new 
form of state government known as 
the initiative, referendum ami recall. 
: 7: * * •

- • 
“ I believe such a system would be 
disastrous in Indiana. 
Nor do 1 be­ 
lieve that any such system can lie 
adopted in Indiana, and I will brief­ 
ly state my reasons. 
They are his­ 
toric. 
“And so 1 maintain that it is a part 
of the law of the land of Indiana 
that our state constitution and form 
of government must he a representa­ 
tive republican form of government, 
and that the power of passing laws 
i- exclusively in the legislature; and 
that the power of adjudicating is ex­ 
clusively in the courts. 
“ it has been decided by the su ­ 
preme court of Indiana more than 
Once that the Ordinance of 1787 is a 
part of the law of Indiana. 
In the 
case tried in the Marion circuit court 
as to whether what is known as the 
Tom Marshall constitution would he 
valid Judge Remster held that the 
ordinance was a part of the law of 
Indiana; and so I insist that no form 
of government can be set up in this 
state which can deprive a legislature 
of its legislative powers, or destroy 
the permanency of judicial decisions 
by means of the initiative, referen­ 
dum or recall.”
